MH E Earl of Nottingham had an Account of ſome Deſigns of an Inſurrection in Scotland, to be ſup- 

ported with Money, Arms and Men from France; with which he acquainted Her Majeſty : Whg 

Raving receiv'd ſome Informations of the like kind from the Duke of e e commanded 

him to Communicate theſe Matters to his Grace, that by Comparing them together, Her Majeſty might 
the better judge of them. This the ſaid Earl did, and his Grace ſaid the Accounts he had received, were 
much of the ſame kind ; and added, That his Informer was come from France, but his Name he was 
obliged to conceal, and was ſo forward and zealous in doing Service to Her Majeſty, that he Was willing 
to go again into France, and to ſend from time to time, or even to bring Intelligence of the further Pro- 
uo of the French Deſigns; with which he was ſure he ſhould. be truſted as he had been formerly. And 
is Grace ſaid he Ry deſigned to ſend him; which the Earl of Nottingham approved, and ac- 
quainted Her Majeſty with this Converſation with the Duke of Heensberry. W TR 4 
The Earl of Nottingham had an Account, that Sir Jobn Macleane, with others, were in Cuſtody at

Who at firſt gave an Account, That he had long defired to come Home, and had often asked leave by his 

Friends, without Succeſs; but that now hearing of the Indemnity granted by the Queen to Her Scortiſb 


Subjects, he gladly laid hold of it, being weary of the Hardſhips he endured in France, where he could 


not fubſiſt on his. Allowance; and he had never had any Poſt either in Court or Army; and he reſolved 
to live quietly at Home, in hopes of ſome Favour from Her Majefly, in Conſideration of the Sufferings of 
his Family for their Loyalty. : _ "= 

But being told, That though this was a very EG Repreſentation of his Caſe, yet *twas impoſſible 
to believe that this was all, or the true Deſign of his coming ; for he had delayed coming many Months 


after he knew of the Indemnity ; for which indeed he pretended Sickneſs : and that now he came in ſo 
much haſte, that he brought his Wife, who had lain in but Eleven Days; that an Engliſh Fiſher-boat 


had been diſcharged by Order of the Court of France, a thing never done before, without Rau- 
ſom or Exchange, on 23 to bring him to England, as appears by Pigault's Letter, Ne II. to 
John Jordan, and by the Affidavit of Emptidge, the Maſter of the Veſſel, N' III. And being further 
told, That however Indemnify'd he might be in Scotland, he was ſtill liable to the Act of Parliament in 


. England, which made it Treaſon to come hither ; and that he muſt expect the Rigour of the Law, be- 


ing ſo juſtly, from the above-mentioned Circumſtances, to be ſuſpected of Ill Deſigns. He at laſt ſaid, 
He would tell the Earl of Nottingham all he knew, upon Affurance of his Pardon, and being treated like 
a Gentleman, ſo as not to be required to appear in Publick as an Evidence againſt any Perſon : Of which, 
by the _ Order, he being aſſured, he then told the Earl of Nottzngham the Things mentioned in the 
Paper, N*IV. And afterwards upon a further Examination, he recollected the Names of the Perſons, and 
the Men they could bring into the field, which Lovat alias Frazer, reckon'd upon , when he gave Account 
to the Court of France of the Scots Readineſs to Riſe if the French would ſuppott them: And this he 


put into Writing, N' V. 


The Queen commanded the Earl of Nottingham to acquaint the Duke of Queensberry with what Sir 
John Macleane had diſcovered : Who thereupon told the ſaid Earl, That this Frazer was the Man who 
had diſcloſed to his Grace ſome Matters of this Nature, with which he had acquainted the Queen, but 
he had not told Her Majeſty the Perſons Name, being under a Solemn Engagement to conceal it. That 
this Frazer was brought to him by the late Duke of Argyle, and the Earl of Leven, who were privy to 
all his Proceedings with him; That Frazer was gone to France, and had promis d more, That Erazer's 
to ſend his Grace an Account of all the French Deſigns, and would come back when- Tranſactions with the 
ever any thing of Moment happened, or that his Grace ſhould require him.

Names, he ask'd the Earl of Nottingham, Whether he had not Granted a Paſs about the 13th of Noe m- 
ber, to Campbell, Munroe, Dickenſm and Forbes : Which, upon Search, the ſaid Earl found he had, and 
at the deſire of the Duke of Oreensberry ; And then the Duke of Athol told the ſaid Earl, That Frazer 


' was gone by Virtue of that Paſs; That while he was here, he lodged at the Houſe of Thomas Clarke, 
an Apothecary, who had received the Paſs from Mr. Campbell, and carried it the fame Day to Frazer, 


who was gone that Morning to Graveſend : And upon Enquiry of the Duke of Queensberry, the ſaid 
Earl — that Frazer did go away under one of thoſe Names. |

| The Subſtance of Sir John Macleane's Diſcovery to the Earl

N July 1702. the Lord Lovat came to France, and told Sir John Macleane, That he had Matters of 
1 great Importance to Communicate to the late Queen; but before he would tell them, he required a 
Pronuſe from her, not to reveal any thing of what he ſaid to any of her Miniſters: Which ſhe did make 
him, and thereupon Sir John Macleane carried him to the Queen, as he did afterwards by her Directions 
to Monſieur Torci; To whom, as he had before to the Queen, he ſaid, That he was come from Scot- 
Land, particnlarly from the Hi Hande, where he had diſcourſed with many Heads of Clans, particular- 

Stuart of Apin, Sir Ewin Cameron, Sir Daniel Macdonnell, and others, from whom he brought Aſ- 
aurances, that they would riſe in Arms with 10000 Men, if they were aſſiſted from France with Money, and 
Arms, and Troops, to ſupport and protect them in gathering together. 

Monſieur Toyci, after Communicating this to the French King, and ſome difficulty of ſending Men, 
aſſured him, That his Maſter would furniſh them with Money and Arms, and alſo Men, ſo ſoon as his 
Affairs would admit of the laſt : And the Number agreed upon was 5000, which were to be tranſported 


-from Dunkirk, and Landed at Dundee, from whence the March was ſhort and eaſy to the foot of the 


- 


Highlands, to which, if need were, they might retreat, and in the mean time might make a ſtand, and 
oppoſe any of the Queens Forces that might be ſent againſt them, and give time and opportunity to the 
lan Clans to aſſemble, and come to them, and form and increaſe the Army, to be ſuperiour to all 
the Queens Forces in Scotlamd; and to facilitate this Deſign, 500 Men more were to be ſent from Breſt to 

. and ſeize the Fort of Innerlochy, which could not reſiſt Cannon, being commanded by Hills 
near it. This would give Security-to Ships coming into the River, and be a Means to convey Supplies 


of all kinds, from time to time, as there thould be occaſion. The Execution of this Project was delayed 


partly, as has been ſaid, becauſe the French King could not ſpare his Troops ; partly, becauſe his Fleet 
was not in a Condition to oppoſe us, and then the Men he ſent would be loſt, it they could neither be ſuc- 
coured, nor brought off; and partly, becauſe he did not entirely rely on the Lord Lovar s Information and 
Aſſurance, and partly, that he might fee the Event of the Scottiſſ Parliament; by which alſo he might 
judge of the Temper and Diſpoſition of the Scots, as well as by ſome further Inquiry which he reſolved 
to make. And in order to it, he had thought of ſending ſome Frenchman to Scotland with Lord Lovat, 
to bring a or Account of what might be 8 from them; but the Hazard of a Frenchmon's being 
diſcovered by his Language, the Difficulty of his making Enquiries for want of the Scottiſh Language, 
and the Eaſineſs of deceiving him, by ſhewing falſe Perſons to him under the Names of Heads of Clans, 
diverted him from this thought; and therefore Lovart was ſent back in May laſt, with Captain Frazer 
and Captain John Murray, who had long been in the French Service, with Orders to come back as ſoon 
as the Scott iſh Parliament was ended, with a diſtinct Account of the Inclinations of the Scots, and what 
their Numbers would be,which mi ght be relyed on, to joyn with the French: And at Sm John Macleane's 
coming from Faris they were expected back, but were not returned. But upon the Accounts they ſhould 
bring, depended the Execution of this Deſign. Beſides this Captain Afrerray, there was another, James 
Murray, who was ſent to Scotland, with Orders to ſpeak with e Hamilton, as whom one Bell was

The Incouragement he gave that 
Court was, That he himſelf was come there with Allowance from the Highlanders, tho? in effect he 
had Allowance from none but what I have named ; Yet he Repreſented, That he was come with Al- 
lowance from the whole Highlanders of Scotland and that they wanted only Men, Money, and Arms, 
to put them in Condition to appear for their Maſter (as he call'd him) the King. The Court of France, 
as — ſaid, was very Frank, and was willing to give Men, Money, and Arms; but when the Deſign 
was Publick and Known to the Court of St. Germains, their Animoſities were a great Hindrance to it. 
His Propoſal was, That the Court of France ſhould Land 50co Men in Scotland, Money, and Arms, to 
the Highlanders, and that he would undertake to make a Rebellion in Scotland. Captain Alexander 
Macleane did Repreſent at St. Germains, That Frazer was not able to make good his Propoſals; fo 1 
that twas not fit to truſt him with Men, or much Money. This was Repreſented to the Court of K 
France, which made them unwilling to venture Men or Money, without a good Aſſurance from Scot- Y 
land.

The 
Earl ſaid, That he was too Old to turn Papiſt, and that no, Man, who was a real Proteſtant, could 
Meddle with a Popiſh Intereſt, and be Secure of either his Life, Liberty or Eſtate ; and that he would 
not Meddle, for that he was Reſolved to Serve the Queen and her Government. I had Occaſi- 
on to ſee Frazey again, who preſſed me to carry another Line to the Earl. Itold the Earl, That Fra- 
zer had ſeen the Duke of Argyle, Queensberry and Leven; and then he ſaid, That ſeeing he had ſeen

Frazer told me, That Duke Hamilton, and the Duke of Atbol, 
were to ſend Mac-Donnall of Glengerry, and Captain Morbar, Stenbope's Brother, to France 
to Treat with the Court of St. Germains, in order to Reſtore the King, as he ſaid, and to 
Ruine him, and do all themſelves; and that tho' Captain Morhar , Stenhope's Brother, was but 
come from St. Germains a little before him, yet that he durſt not truſt himſelf to him, becauſe of 
his Intire Dependance on Duke Hamilton, and Duke of Atholl. Frazer ſaid | 
alſo to me, That ere he left Faris, that he got a Man that the Earl of CG rt, Aste Glengerry's being 
had doing for him abroad, which the ant of St. Germains put into the ſent, 1 diſcovered that moo 
Baſtile as a Spy, and would not be truſted, All this is Frazer's Relation to Do er — of K 
me, but I cannot aſſert it as truth. Frazey went to ſee the Earl of Breadalbin, %% . 
and from that to Argyle:ſbire, where he had left his Brother, and Major Frazer ; 7 arrived at Edinburgh. 
and fo returned again to Drummond, where he had a Conference with the Lord Colin Campbell. 
Drummumd, and the Perſons I named before: Some of them were angry at 
him that he had ſeen Breadalbin, and ſaid he could not be truſted ; yet that they reſolved to offer him the 
ſole Command, if he would go but along with them. He ſaid he had ſpoke to the Earl, but that his An- 
ſwer was, That he was too old to turn Papiſt, and would not meddle or allow him to ſay any thing for 
him at his Return to St. Germains; for that he found by the Earl, that he was determined to ſerve the 
Queen and the Government. This was Frazer's Relation to me. Frazer came ſtraight from Drummond 
to Edinburgh, and ſtaid a Night at Captain Macleod's, and made the beſt of his way for London. Cap- 
tain John Morbar, when Frazer was in Argyle-ſbive, went to Stuart of Appings, where he expected to 
meet with Frazer; but Frazer being ſent for to Edinburgh, he miſt him, but, as he told me, by accident 
he had met with Sir Hugh Cambron of Lochill, Stuart of Apping, Mackay of Glencoe ; who he ſaid would 
be very ready, upon a reaſonable Occaſion, to ſerve the King. 4forhar from that returned to Edinburgh, 
and went no further in the Highland. Aorhar was to go through all the People in the low Country, 
that he thought was inclined towards the King's Intereſt, to ſee what Aſſurance he could have from them. 
J left Scotland upon the Riſing of the Parliament, ſo that I know no more of Mrs Tranſactions. 
When Frazer arrived here in London, he ſent to me, and I went to him: He deſired me to acquaint the 
Duke of Qzieeusberry: Which I did. The Duke met ſeveral times with him, but I was not preſent : 
All Frazer 1aid to me of it, was, That the Duke was uſing Endeavours with him to ſerve the Queen 
and Her Government; and ſaid to me, If Meaſures were not kept with him Abroad, That if the Duke 
procured him his Pardon, he would return, and ſerve the Government; for he ſaid he ſuſpected the A- 
nimoſities of the Court at St. Ger mains would deſtroy all the Deſigns. He lodged at Mr. Clarke's, who 
knew what he was, and of his . of going Abroad. [IV.] I faw Mr. Keith with Frazer, ſeveral 
times at Mr. Clarke's. Mr. Keith, was privy to all his Tranſactions Abroad, as I underſtood by their 
Diſcourſe before he went to Scotland. [V.] All our Diſcourſe at Mr. Clarke's was of the King, and how 
Scotland might be Invaded, and of Frazer's Tranſactions in Scotland. Mr. C larke did over-hear us ſe- 
veral times, as I think. 1 Supped with Frazer, Mr. Keith, Mr. Corbuſier, Major Frazer, his Brother, 
and an 1rijþ Man, who Frazer ſaid to me had been a Prieſt. I know not his Name; the moſt of our 
Diſcourſe was on Bills that he was to receive from Corbufier to Holland. I did not mind the Particulars 
of what paſt. I doubt not but we ſpoke of the King, and drank his Health; which is all I mind of what 
paſſed that Night. I did ſee Corbiſier twice with Frazer, and Mr. Clarke He diſcourſed none with him 
in my preſence, but brought him aſide, and talked a little of private Affairs, and went his way. Ifaw Mr. 
Ferguſon with him once: When I came into the Room, Ferguſon got up, and made an end of a Diſ- 
courſe he had with Frazer, telling how much he had repented his former way of living, and being con- 
cerned againſt the Royal Family; which is all 1 could make of what he diſcourſed, and ſo he went his 
way. Frazer told me, that he did not truſt him; for tho' he had a Penſion from St. Germans, yet he 
might have one from the Queen and Government here, for ought he knew; ſo he did not truſt any of the 
Secrets of his Affairs to him, as he ſaid, but ſent for him to know what was paſling here in Town, for 
that he was very intelligent. This is all he told me concerning Ferguſon. I Dined with Frazer the Day 
he went off, at a Tavern hard by the Monument, with the ſame Company that I Supped with him for- 
mo I ſtayed with him till I had Dined, but did not mind particularly what Diſcourſe paſſed, fave of 
his Bills, tho no doubt there was Diſcourſes, tho' I cannot deſcend to Particulars. I left them, and *

for a Paſs; which Paſs he defired me to give to Mr. Clarke, who was there at Dinner: I brought him the 


Paſs, which the Duke of Queensberry procured from the Earl of Nottingham, under the Names of Mr. 
John Campbell, Mr. Munroe, and Dickenſon ; which 1 delivered to Mr. Clarke, who went with it to 
Graveſend, when the Diſcovery was made of Frazer*s being here, and of my Carrying the Pals to Mr. 
Clarke ; and that. as T heard, the Duke of At boll, who made much Inquiry abcut it, was very angry 
with me. I jealouſed that Mr. Keith, who was privy to all, made the Diſcovery to the Duke, and gave it 
him as a handle to reflect on the Duke of Orzeensberry, who I knew Keith had no Frienifhip for: I was 
reſolved not to go near Keith afterwards, nor meddle more with him ; but he had asK'd ſeveral times for 
me at my Lodgings, and got me at Home at Ten a Clock at Night: He ask d me it I had heard any News, 
for that there had been much talking of our Friend Frazer in Town. I ſaid that that I knew, for that 
he had been Examined by the Farl of Nottingham ; and that it was a Surprize to me, how my Carrying 
the Paſs could be diſcovered, and that none could do it but Mr. Corbufier, Clarke, he, or I. Keith was 
very uneaſy, and ſaid he would be at the bottom of it. With this we parted : 1 went to ſee Keith after- 

wards, who told me he had been with the Duke of Atholl, and owned that Frazer had ſent for him, and 
that his Buſineſs was to ſee if he could make a Friendſhip for him with his Grace: This Keith ſaid he did 

to keep himſelf right with Arholl : He ſaid that Athol! deſired him to go to the Earl of Nottingham, and 
own that he had ſeen Fazer. This made me jealous Keith the more. Sometime before this I had oc- 

caſion to be with Mr. Keith, at his Chamber, where we ſpake of the King's Concerns at St. Germazns ; 

and he told me, that he had adviſed Frazer not to return to invade Scotland, unleſs the King came 1n Per- 

ſon, as he ſaid : For otherwiſe he could not _— any Man of Intereſt would meddle ; bur it the King 

would Land himſelf in Scotland, that he would be ſure of the Old Gentry of the Nation. I was ſay ing 

to him my ſelf, that I thought the Highlands in Scotland were generally well inclined : I did ſay to Mr. 

Keith on ſome Occaſions, that I thought the Earl of Breadalbin was very well inclined, and all his Inte- 

reſt : Tho'truly I muſt ſay, I had no Warrant for it, nor did he ever ſay ſo to me; but on the contrary, that 

he would never meddle with a Popiſh Intereſt. Mr. Keith read to me a Paper, which was Obſervations on 

the Court of England: The Subſtance of it was this; Shewing how the Duke of Marlborough 

and my Lord-Treaſurer, managed all; and made Midd eton and Terth believe, that they were Friends 

to the King, and deſigned to reſtore him after the Queen's Death: This he ſaid in his Paper, was all 

but a Sham, and that the real Deſign was to amuſe them, and ſettle the Succeſſion on the Fami- 

of Hanover: He told me he was to fend this to Frazer, who was to ſhew it to the 

at St. Germains. He had alſo Propoſals in his Paper, how Marlborough, and my Lord- 

Treaſurer's Deſigns might be prevented, and the King brought Home. I cannot mind the Particulars, 

fave only that a ſpeedy Invaſion was one of the ways he propoſed in his Paper. He was alſo to ſend a 

Scheme of the Army here to Frazer. All this paſt between Keith and me, before our Letters were 

intercepted between us and Frazer. The firſt Direction we had from Frazer, was to write to him by the 

Name of Mr. Jobn Smeaton, tothe Care of Mr. Vincent Neerinx,Merchant in Kotterdam. The Letter I 

had this Direction by, came to me by the Hands of Mr. Clarke, and there came a Letter to Mr. Keith, as Mr. 

Clarke told me, by the Name of Mr. Hill, and one to Mr. Ferguſon,by the Name of Mr. Smith. I had one 

incloſed in my Letter to the Duke of Queensberry, and one to the Earl of Leven, both I delivered. When 

twas ſaid publickly here, That Frazer was gone as a Spy from the Duke of Qreensberry to the Courts of 

France and St. Germans, the Duke ſent for me, and ſaid, It was fit I ſhould write to him to return, for 

that his Undertakings to him would be heard of in France, and that certainly they would deftroy kim 

there. The Earl 3 the Earl of Stairs were preſent, and propoſed not to write ſo plain, for 

that there was reaſon to think, that by that time he was at Farzs, and that he had been taken up there, and 
a Letter of this Nature intercepted would be an Evidence againſt him: So it was refolved, that I ſhould 
only write, that his Affairs 4 Practices here were diſcovered, and that it was fit for him to conſider, what 

the Import of this might be to him where he was. I wrote twice to him to this purpoſe by the Duke's Al- 
lowance ; I ſent my Letters under a Cover to Mr. Gilbert Black, Merchant at Rotterdam, to be given to 


Vincent Neerinx, who was to further them to Frazer, under the Name of Smeaton. The way I deſired 


Frazeyto write to me, was by the Name of John Moncref, to the Care of Mr. Campbell, Goldſmith in 
the Strand. I did ſee Mr. Keith, and he and I both reſolved after that ro Correſpond no more with 
Frazer,for fear our Letters might be intercepted; and we reſolved, if we ſhould be examined by the Go- 
vernment, not to on any Correſpondence With him. I went to Mr. Clarke, and gave him ſeveral Papers 
to keep, and Fyazers Commiſſion, as Colonel, from the King at St. Germains, with the King's Picture; I 
ſealed the King's Picture and Commiſſion in a Paper, and told him what they were before I ſealed it. 
LVI.] When | Frigia went off, he left ſeveral Letters with me, one to the Earl of Byeadalbin,one to Bobady, 
and one to Frazer of Envabellea. one to Mr. Cullen Campbell, the Earl of Breadalbin's Son, one to Captain 
Cloud, by the Name of Colonel Corbet; the Subſtance of his Letter to Breadalbin was, ſhewing him how 
much he was his Servant, and offering him the Command of all, it he would but meddle in this Project, 
and that he hoped to ſee him, and put a Piece of Parchment in his Hand; The Subſtance of his Letter to 
Bohady was Proteſtations of F e to himſelf and his Family, and his Father- in- Law Lochill, and that 
he would mind him effectually where he was going, and told him he had ſent with me to him the King's 


Face ſet in Gold; The Subſtance of Frazer of Envabelleas Letter was telling him, he being neareſt of 


kin to him, that he left with me, incaſe he ſhould never return, the King's Picture, his Commiſſion and 
Inſtructions, with ſeveral other Papers concerning his Eſtate ; this Letter was not to be delivered unleſs I 
heard that he and his Brother were dead; His Letter to Mr. Cullen Campbel was nothing but a Comple- 
ment, deſiring his Friendſhip and a Correſpondence. Theſe Letters were all in my Cuſtody unſealed ; when 
I conſidered how obnoxious he was to the Government, and that the Earl of Breadalbin did not write to 
me, that he had ſeen him, or allow me to Correſpond with him, I burnt his Letter, and all the reſt, ſave 
Captain Macleod's Letter, which I ſent him by the Poſt, ſeeing 1 had no manner of Allowance from them 
to Correſpond with him. Frazey told me, that he had ſent his Servant Tom Frazer, with the Inſtructions 
he had from the Court at St. Germains, to thew them to Sir Donnall Macdonnall, and Macd»nall of 
Clanroneld, and to the reſt of the Clans of the Highlands ; and that he had ordered him to give me the 
Inſtructions when I arrived in Scotland; he told me, that by the ſame Hands ( Tom Frazer ) he had ſent 
Letters to Sir Donnall Macdomnall, Macdonnall of Clanroneld, and ſeveral others, but had not time to 


ſtay in Scotland to receive any Anſwer. Frazer told me, that Captain Fohn Morhar, with a Son of Lo- 

chils was to be here this Month in Order to go after him to France ; Frazer ſaid, that if Meaſures were

He writ to me a Letter from Holland, with the Firſt Letters I had 
by the Hands of Clarke to Captain Macleod, under the Name of Colonel Corbet, which I burnt without 
Reading: the way that he was to Wee and ſend his Letter to England, as he ſaid, Was with Cap- 
tain Gn, by the Intereſt and Means of a Perſon in a Cloyſter at Calais or Dunſtirl. This is the Sub- 
ſtance of all that ever Frazer Communicated to me of his Tranſactions. I Was ſeveral times witli 
Mr. Clarke, who ſtill ſaid, That the ſooner the King came over, the better. I met twice with Mr. Fer- 
ſon at the Vine-Tavern in Hol bourn, where Mr. Carle was preſent. I told Fergriſon, That I had been 
xamined by the Earl of Nottingham; I askt his Advice what to do; He told me, certainly I fhould be 
Re- examined and put in Cuſtody. He told me alſo that Frazer was gone from the Duke of Quernsberry,as 
a Spy to the Courts of St. Germans and France, and to give the Duke Notice of all their Proceedings; and 
that certainly he would be put in the Baſtile at Faris, for that Notice would be there before him: then 
Clarke ſaid, It he was perfidious, and not a Friend to the King's Intereſt, he would never truſt a Man

* 7 Here —— Captain Neill Macleod Priſoner; being interrogat, declared as follows, That being 
W in Edinburgh in the Month of Y laſt, he received a Letter from Captain Simon Frazer, ſent b 
his Servant, Who ſaid, his Maſter and he were come from Hanover; whereupon he went and met wit 
Captain Simon at Durham in England, and there Captain Simon told him he was came from France, 
and that he had been with the King of France, who was very kind to him, and 2 to give him 2 
confiderable Sum of Money, in order to raiſe an Inſurrection in Scotland ; but that Sir Alexander Mac- 
leane of Otter getting Not ice of it, had told the Queen Dowager to the late King of England, and that 
Captain Simon was not a Man to be intruſted with fuch a Sum of Money; whereupon the ſaid Queen- 
Dowager went to the King of France, and put a ſtop to the giving of the ſaid Money: But that the 
ſaid King ordered him a Sum to bear his Charges, and that the Declarant ſaw Captain Simon have both 
Gold and Silver to the Value of about qo or 50 J. Sterling, which he ſaid he got from the French King;

That at parting Captain Simon ſettled a Correſpondence with the Declarant, how they ſhould write to 
one another; and that Captain S:zmon ſhonld addreſs his Letters to him, by addreſſing them to Major Cor- 
batt, with a particular Mark, 7 which he was to take them up at the Poſt-Office, as he did, without 
acquainting Major Corbatt; but he received only one Letter, which he had not; but that it contained 
nothing, ſave that Captam Simon was going for Holland; and they alſo agreed that the Declarant ſhould 
write to Captain Sion, by directing to Mr.'Tho.

About this time there was a Letter wrote by an Officer of the Gariſon of Fort- Milliam or Inverlochy 
to the Governor, Who was then at Edinburgh, telling him, That the Highlanders were to draw toge- 
ther, upon a Pretence of a Hunting, upon the Second Day of Auguſt, and that ſeveral great Men were to 
be preſent; and that one of the Chiettains of the Clans had Ordered Six Hundred of his Men in Arms, 
and had provided Clothes for them, ſo as all the Six Hundred ſhould be in the ſame Livery: Which Let- 
ter was ſent to Mr. Nairne, Secretary Depute for Scotland, and is now in his Hands.

He ſaid, That he had Diſcovered, that there were Returns to be made from ſeveral Perſons in Scotland, 
to the Meſlages they had from France, and that theſe Returns were to be made by Captain James 
Murray, or the Laird of Glengazre, or both; and that he heard theſe Informations came from Gideon 
Murray, but did not mention one word of Captain John Murray.

He pretends to have Marks of great Favour and Confidence, and to be at the Bcttom ot .all that was pro- 
p_ againſt the Government here, and ſays, That in France they did expect that this Countrey ſhould 
ave been in Arms before now, and that he was made a Major-General, in order to his coming over. for ; 
that end, and that all the other Officers came upon the like Occaſion, for D. H. had undertaken to get the 
. Parliament broke here ſoon after its Meeting, and to draw tothe Fields about this time in the Summer.

that, bnt could not be ſure to-get his Men again. He ſays, The Money is ready, but believes little is as

| M Father ſent me to Oxford to proſecute my Studies, and there he continued me a Jett ud ſoine * 


few Months. I came from it about the Middle of October laſt ; and when the Earl of Cromerty 
came for London I waited on him, according to my Father's Order, to be advis'd by him (I being to go 
to Holland) what Studies I was to follow, and what time I ihould ſtay there. Accordingly my Lord 


gave me his Advice, and defired me to wait for the Convoys going back, which came over withthe Duke 


of Marlbrough ; and he promis'd to get me an Order from the Admiralty, to let me go in one of the 
Men of War, and he told me he was pn it; but when I went to ſee what time the Ships were to 
go, I was told that they were gone. en I went down to Graueſend, to try if I could get Aboard any 
of them without a Paſs : I was directed to a Houſe there; the Landlord ſaid, he would ſecure me of a 
Ship to go in, and fo I ſaw the Maſter, and accordingly he conſented to it. I went on Board the/z6th 
of November, and there were ſome Gentlemen who called themſelves my Country-men. I was very glad 
to ſee them, ſince I wanted known Company. So after we ſet Sail, ohe of the Gentlemen ſaid to me; 
You that are Country-Gentlemen need paſs the Seas but once or twice, but Soldiers muſt go almoſt e- 
very Lear; and I ſaid, I hoped if I got ſafe back to England, I ſhould ſcarce croſs the Seas again. I 
talking a little after this manner, he ſhewed me his Paſs, and there I ſaw ſome Names writ down : 
The firſt, which he took to himſelf, was John Campbell, the ſecond Munroe, the other two paſt as Ser- 
vants, under the Names of Dunkinſon and Forbes And ſo Mr. Campbell, as he called himſelf, ſaid, He 
dared not to write down Captain Campbell for fear of Argyle's getting notice of it, becauſ: he had pro- 


miſed to break him if ever he could; and fo, ſince he ſtai ſome time longer than his Furlough, he in- 
tended to keep private till he ſhould come to his Regiment, which he ſaid belonged to Six David Coll ier; 


but he ſaid he had no great pleaſure in ſtaying there, fince the King's Death, who was to have given him 
a Regiment if he had lived, for the ſingular Service he did that Regiment, in getting a great many Re- 
cruits to it; but from the Queen he needed not expect Preferment, fince ſhe was a Woman that did not 
reſpect Merit. I faid, that I was not much converſant in Military Affairs; but as to what I heard in 
England, all People ſaid, That the Queen was not in the leaft inferiour to King William, in giving e- 
very Man his due. He anſwered, that they were miſtaken that ſaid ſo. Then I faid, the Generality of 
England are miſtaken, for any thing I could ever hear. After this he begun to talk of the Union, and 
Laid, Scaland could never be happy if united with England. I beg'd his Pardon in that, and told him, I 
differ'd from him. He ſaid, he with'd they would unite with his old Maſters the States of Holand; and 
the Maſter of the Ship agreed with him in that. I ſaid, it may be the Hollanders will fit my Humour 


better than I expect; but for any thing I ever heard of them, they'd never agree with my Humour, ſo 


well as any thing that is in Britain. And then after he ask d what I was, and that I told him, he began, 
to ask me if I knew Simon Frazer of Beaufort? I ſaid, I did, little thinking that he was the Man I ſpoke” 
to, and I believe that ſcarce any Body could know him that ſaw him then, if they ſuſpected nothing: 
He ask'd what my Opinion was of him > I ſaid, I thought him a great Fool, ſince he took Advice from 
thoſe who advis d to ſo illegal and extravagant things. He ſaid, he thought him ſo too. After ſpeaking 
on ſeveral ſuch little and private Things, we at length arrived at Rotterdam, where we were recom- + 
mended to a private Houſe of one, a Potter by Trade, ſo he adviſed me to go along with him. I was 
willing, fince all Places were ſtrange to me alike, and fo we went; and after we all fat down, I faw in 
the Room to which we were conducted, one Campbel of my Acquaintance, and I told him. of it: So he 
immediately went out, and left Mr. Munroe and Mr. Dunkinſon behind, and defired me to go with him, 
for if he ſtay'd in that Houſe he would be ruined. At which I went, and after a deal of Travel, we found 
a French Houſe, where we got a Bed that Night, and Supper : And that Night at Supper he { with 
Paſſion againſt the Duke of Argyle, and ſaid he would fight for King James, to be alixe with Argyle. 
He ſent Mr. Monroe next Day to one Frazer's Houſe at Rotterdam, a Wine-Merchant, to get a private 
Room if he had it for him; and Frazer came the ſame day, and when he ſaw him, he ſaluted him, Ca 
tain Campbell, and told him he had no Rooms to let, but if he would come this Night at Six of the 


Clock, he'd give him a good Bottle of Wine : And the Captain promiſed he would come, and bring me

: where he continued for Three Months, during which time he had frequent Conferences with the 
Court of St. Germans, and was no leſs than Three ſeveral times introduced to the late Queen by the 
Earl of Aliddleton, being uther'd in to him by Captain John Levingſton, who was Brother-in-law to 
Belhaven. The ſaid Lord often told me, That he Correſponded to, and received Inſtructions from the 
Duke of Hamilton, who, he ſaid, was become the Head of all thoſe, who were true or faithful to the 
Intereſt of their Country; which he faid had been abuſed and cheated by King Wiltiam, whom he hated 
upon that Account. The ſaid Lord told me, That the Conjunction of Scotland with England (for he 
could not call it an Union) had been the Ruine of that Kingdom; and that if they did not ſet up a 
King of their own, or call home the Prince of Wales, and fo lay an Obligation on him, to be more in 
their Intereſt than his Predeceſſors, that Kingdom would be undone. | | 5 
He further ſaid, That if the Prince of Vales could be prevailed upon to turn Proteſtant, it would be 
better to call him home, than to ſet up a King of their own : For, ſaid he, England is fo much ſuperiout 
to Scotland in Force, by Sea and Land, that if a King of Scotland have not a Conſiderable Intereſt in 
England, he may run the Hazard of being Conquered at one time or other; but, ſaid he, the Prince of 
fle has not no that, but will be ſure, at all times, to have a firm Alliance wth France. | 
He added alſo, That when he had an Audience of the late Queen, the Second of February, he laid all 
this before her; and gave her Aſſurance, That if the Prince, her Son, would turn Proteſtant, that the 
Duke of Hamilton himſelf, and all that Party, which he ſaid was very Conſiderable, would Declare for, 
and call him home.

P Jelly 1702. the Lord Lovat arriving at Faris, ſent to Sir Fohn Macleane, to let him know he want- 
ed to ſee him; and upon his meeting with him, told him, he had Matters of great Importance to com- 
municate to the late Queen, but before he would give an account of them, he defired her promiſe not to 
reyeal them to any of her Minifters. Sir John told him, he had no Call to meddle in any Buſineſs, all 
egotiations at that Court paſſing through the Hands of the Miniſters ; and that all he could do was to 
carry his Meſſage, and give him whatever Anſwer he received. The Lord Lovar told him, He was more 
particularly'concern'd in this, becauſe the Propoſitions were from the Chieftains of Clans, as he would 
ive the Queen an Account, according to the Anſwer ſhe ſhould ſend him: Sir John delivered his Meſ- 
— to the Queen, who agreed to ſee him, and gave her promiſe to keep from her Miniſters whatever he 
| ſhould ſay to her; but ſince it was abſolutely neceſſary ſhe ſhould truſt ſome Body about her with it; ſhe 
defired to know, if he would condeſcend it ſhould be my Lord Ferth, which he agreed to; and the Lord 
| Tovat had a privare Audience of the Queen, where my Lord Perth and Sir John were preſent ; in which 
he told her, That he was Commiſſionated from the greater part of the Chieftains of the Highland Clan 
that they would riſe in Arms with rooO Men, if they were aſliſted from France with Money, Arms, a 
Troops to ſupport them; That he had been with them, and ſpoke to them, upon the firſt Account of King 
William's Death, looking upon it, and the War breaking out, as a fit Opportunity.

Sir John reply d, That he was as little known to Torcy as the Lord Lovar, having never ſpoke to him in 
his Life; upon which he told him, he would have the Queen's Orders to write to Torcy, which he did ac- 
cordingly, and gave the Letter to Sir John, to be given Lovat; which he delivered to Torcy, who told him, 
M. de Callieres had acquainted him with the Propoſals he had made; That for Money and Arms he be- 
lieved his Maſter would condeſcend to, but he was fo ftraitned as to Men, that the Diſficulty would ſtand 
there; That he deſired in the mean- time, he would draw up a Memorial with the Names of thoſe who 
had Commiſſionated him; what Men they could raiſe, and what Number of Troops they defired: And 
that ſince he had more time at Faris than at Court, he gave him a day, which he would acquaint the 
Queen of, to meet him; and fince ſhe had inform'd him, her Miniſters were not truſted with the Se- 
cret, he thought it were beſt they ſhould meet at the Pope's Nuncio's at Faris, where he uſed to be fre- 
quertiy. The Lord Levat returned, and met privately with Perth, to whom he gave an Account to be 
wen the Queen of what had paſt with Torcy. The Lord Lovat at his return, having drawn up his 
emorial, deſired Sir John to tranſlate it into French: Sir John in Reading it, told him, that he found 
ſome Men named there, whom he enquired after ſome Days before, and whom he had told him he had 
not ſeen, but heard they were well, and that he thought he ought to name no body, but thoſe he had Af- 
| furance from. He faid he knew their Inclinations, and he would take it upon. himſelf. Sir Fobn told 
him, That beſides this, he found in the Liſt he made, That he had ſet down ſome of the Chieftains for 
twice the Number they could raiſe. The Lord anſwered, That he muſt make the Number ſufficient, 
otherwiſe the Court of France would never Engage. Sir John told him, That for his part he would never 
impoſe on any body; and that if ever the Queen ſhould diſcloſe to her Miniſters the Project in Hand, 
— a part falſe, they would not fail to fay the whole was Spores. The Lord was ſo diſpleaſed at 
Sir Jobn's Freedom, that he put up his Memorial, carried it to Ferth, who put it in French, and went 
to Faris without him. The Number of Men deſired of the French were 5000, who were to land on 
ſome Place near Dundee, where they might eaſily march to the Foot ot the Hills, where the Highlan- 
ders might join, being ſecured by them from any Forces then in the Kingdom. Thoſe Troops were to 
be tranſported from Dunkirk, and at the ſame time 500 Men from Breſt to Fort-William, to take in 
that Fort, and free the H:ghlanders from its Inconvenience at Home, when they were to take the Field. 
The Dificulty as to Sending and Tranſporting the Men, ſtuck ſtill with the French Court, ſo that the 
Lord Lovat went afterwards frequently to Faris alone, where he met with Torcy at the Nuncio's and 
Callieres, to preſs the Affair. My Lord Perth ſometime after Meeting with Sir 7 obn, told him, He had a 
Letter from Callieyes, deſiring him to go next Day to Faris, and bring Lord Lovat with him, for he hoped 
Torcy would come to a concluſion; but that it being impoſſible for him, Ferth, to go next Day, he defired Sir 
John would acquaint Lord Lovat, and go 1 him to be praſent at the Conference; which Sir John 
did, and found Torcy and Callieres, who told at that his Maſter had . to the Propoſals, but he 
deſired to have more eſſertial Aſſurances from the Chieftains of Clans. Torcy propoſed in ſending back 
Lovat to ſend a French Commiſſary; but the Difficulties ariſing from his want ofthe Language, from his 
being eaſily impoſed upon, being a Stranger, made him lay it aſide. But Callieres propoſing ſome Scots- 
Man in the French Service, whoſe Dependance on the French-Court would make them ſecure of, Captain 
john Murray, who had ſerved there ſeveral Years, was pitcht upon, as being known to Callzeres : 
The Lord Lovar, and Captain Murray, went afterwards frequently to Verſailles and Paris, Communi- 
cating very little to Sir John, becauſe of the Diffidence Lovat had of him; which had increaſed by a 
Refuſal of a Commiſſion of Major-General, he had ask'd of the Queen, and which he Attributed to him. 
Sir John had occaſion of Speaking to the Queen about a Part of his Penſion that was owing, ſhe took 
the occafion to tell him, That Lovar ask'd the ſaid Commiſſion, and deſired to have his Thoughts. Sir 
Jobn told her plainly, That he apprehended giving him a Commiſſion over the Heads of Chieftains, who 
were able to raiſe more Men than he, might diſguſt them; and that ſince ſhe ſpoke to him of that Af- 
fair, he was obliged to give his Sentiments of the whole; That he was afraid the bad Circumſtances Jo- 
vat was in at Home, with the Natural Heat of his Temper, would puſh him to advance more than he 
could make good; and that though thoſe Gentlemen he named, were willing to riſe in Arms, yet if ſhe
